Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $4.19  for  September  1960  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPor te-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order. 

The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted 
by  a  differential  of  7.4  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below 
the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Utilization  of  producer  receipts  increased  one  percent  over  the  August  delivery  period 
even  though  we  had  an  increase  of  11  percent  in  producer  receipts.  Daily  herd  production 
increased  38  pounds,  and  we  have  53  more  producers  on  the  market  than  in  August.  We 
do  have  fewer  producers  than  a  year  ago,  but  daily  herd  production  is  up  almost  100 
pounds,  and  total  producer  receipts  15  percent  higher.  The  average  test  of  producer 
receipts  is  almost  the  same  as  it  was  last  September;  however,  there  is  a  tendency  for 
the  average  test  to  decrease  from  year  to  year  on  a  market  wide  basis. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


There  is  an  increase  of  12.5  percent  on  a  daily  basis  of  Class  I  sales  over  the  August 
delivery  period.  Normally  we  can  expect  about  a  5  percent  increase  in  September  over 
August,  but  seldom  does  it  go  as  high  as  12  percent.  An  increase  in  Class  I  sales 
outside  the  marketing  area,  due  to  new  business  acquired  by  handlers,  is  thought  to  be 
the  main  reason  for  the  above  normal  increase. 

BULK  TANK  STATISTICS 


For  the  delivery  period  of  August  1960  there  were  961  bulk  tank  producers  supplying 
19,226,629  pounds  of  milk.  This  is  87.4  percent  of  the  producer  receipts  by  volume 
and  81.9  percent  by  number  of  producers.  For  September  of  1959  these  percentages 
were  74  percent  by  volume  and  62  percent  by  number  of  producers. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  October  1960  delivery  period  will  be  $4.56  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.30  per  hundredweight  to  the 
average  condensery  pay  price  in  September  ($3.20),  plus  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of 
6  cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  November  1960  delivery  period  will  be  a 
plus  12  cents.
